on all I have gone through in the pa.it 
three months, it seems years sinco that 
rainy morning in February thit I bid 
the good old town farewell. I have 
seen quite a bit of the world since then 
and have felt some of its rough edaea, 
but on the wholo I have not rnu^-u to 
complain of as I am seeing and learning 
something new every day. 


The weather liere has been hot anil 


dry for months and hardly a drop of 
rain has fallen since last November. 
But wo expect lots of it by the middle 
of this month. If it rams as hard af- 
the boys say it does 1 should think the 
poor class of natives would die m droves, 
as they have very little 
protection 


against a heavy rain. 


We hear very little about the insur 


rection now il ITS ulthough it is said that 
the insurgents are uuusually active ull 
though the Cavite province. 
Many 


people think that Agnmaido himself IB 
uot far from here, as tne province of 
Gavite has always been his stronghold 
and the hot bed of the insurection. 


The greater part of the native work 


men here at the navy yard, have, at 
some time, been iusurrectors. Now 
they are making good wag^s and havu 
plenty to eat without being made targets 
for Yankee soldiers. 


The marines, who have boen stationed 


in the town of Gavite and at the out- 
post at San Roque, are to come down to 
the yard next week and a company of 
the Fourth regulars are to take their 
place. This meins that the army is to 
take charge of affairs in town in place of 
Gol. Meade and his men. It is rumored 
that the natives are planning a little 
surprise on the day the change takes 
place, but I guess it is all talk. 


Yesterday was the hottest day I ever 


experienced in my life, and at two 
o'clock in the afternoon the thermometer 
registered 144 outside of our office win- 
dow. It was so hot and oppressive in 
the office that it 
was simply im 


possible for a man to fix his mind 
upon his work, yet the officials re- 
quire us to work nine hours and a half 
a day, the same hours the Chinos and 
natives are employed. To us fellows 
who have been used to the hours of nine 
to four, this is a genuine hardship and, j 
take it with the terrific heat, it seems 
an imposition. 


Not one of the clerks sent out here 


from the states was informed before- 
hand of the hours he was expected 
to work or any of the many inconven- 
ience! ho would have to put up with. 
And right here is where the department 
makes a big mistake. When a man 
leaves a good home to oomo to a plnoo 
like this, he expects some consideration 
and attention, but such ia not the case. 


He draws his salary and earns every 


cont of it, but beyond that the depart 
meat Hcoras to care vory little what be 
comes of him. 


Bo far, I have boen very fortunate

myself, but I simply write this in the 
intomt of tho number of dorks who 
have broken down under tho strain.

It has 
the thick, .scaly, clumsy legs of the ostrich 
tribe, and in defense. UROH tlioni, wiih their 
large claw*, In exactly The same forward 
thrusting Kinnncr asstruthlous birds. IT* 
feathers, too, which look more like hair 
tbau leathers, give it nnotber point of 
agreement with tho tribe of birds to which 
It belong*. 


Tbe use of tbe long, gnlpelike beak was 


a puzzle for naturalist* until Sir W. J. 
Buller made a itady of a kiwi he captured 
and kept captive while in New Zealand. 
Oaring the daytime the bird hid itself 
away and went into a aonnd sleep, from 
•which it could only be temporarily rouged 
by vigorous poking, bnt when darkness 
came on it woke up and apparently be- 
came quite lively, but even Sir \V. J. Boi- 
ler could not see what it was doing until 
be devised a very cunning experiment. 
He todk one of the larger glowworms that 
abound in New Zealand, a worm measur- 
ing 15 inches in length nnd covered with 
a 
glowing phosphorescent slime, and 


threw It to tbe captive kiwi. By tho light 
of its own lamp the glowworm was seen 
to pass from head to tail inside tbe portals 
of the kiwi's beak and leave behind it 
enough of its alime to set on* the bird's 
beak in a phosphorescent glow, so that the 
head of the bird was visible in tbe dark- 
nesg. The kiwi was torpid and lazy dur- 
ing tbe daytime, but at night it was seen 
to dart about, thrusting its illuminated 
beak in every worm burrow it came across, 
gently feeling, for the inhabitant of tbe 
burrow and dragglngtit forth little by lit- 
tle, taking tbe greatest care not to brent 
Its prey. It mode captive after captive 
disappear with the greatest celerity. There 
is always a specimen of this bird in the 
Zoo.—London Sketeh.

A question of deep philosophical and so- 


cial import U herewith submitted: 
To the Editor ot The Sun: 


Sm—As ire look to Ibtt Son for onr best ez- 
njlt-s of English we naturally turn to it to 
nie a question of manners. The practice of 


laving oiie's boots blacktaned In public—is It a 
irt-acli of good mannvrai Aside from the 
question of an occasional necessity, dons th* 
universal custom fauuap ft as a gentlemanly 


bit? 
.AKGUUKST. 


This is * difficult inquiry, and perhaps 


it ought toTje answered by a council rep- 
resenting all the interests affected, the 
council to bo assisted by a board of arbi- 
ters of tbe elegancies, sitting without vcte. 
The conventional opinion is that it is not 
correct to have one's boots .blacked out of 
doors. We have never seen the grounds 
of this opinion set forth, but presumably 
the argument of tho orthodox school is 
that the toilet of the boots, as a part of 
the general toilet, ought to be made with- 
in doors and not coram populo (in the 
presence of a crowd). You don't wash your 
face or comb your hair on the streets. 


This argument is not convincing. There 


are extensive regions where you do and 
have to wash at the pump out of doors. 
Russian officers and many other eminent 
personages, military and civil, arecontinu 
ally combing themselves in public. The 
strictest martinet among us would not 
hesitate to tie or rearrange his cravat in 
public. If the cravat, a necessary article 
of apparel save among certain statesmen 
and friends of man, may be made sprucer 
out of doors, why may not the boots? Car- 
ried to an extreme, the orthodox opinion 
would forbid a man to pick a thread oft 
bis coat or smooth the tresses of his hair 
out of doors. Can a man button his coat 
in tbe street? If so, why BO? Should not 
a rigid etiquette forbid an act which may 
be described, like the blacking of the boots, 
as one of external or superficial toilet?' 


It may, bo urged that analogy doesn't 


apply-to these mysteries of_ custQm; that 
the role exists and has no need ot.-justifi- 
cation. We summon example, then. We 
have seen a prince of historic- name, au- 
thenticity guaranteed, a prince with a 
genealogical tree •which few but members 
of the order of the Crown could hope to 
shin up- Even such a prince have we 
seen having* his boots, shoes or gaiters pol- 
ished at a common corner stand in this 
town. In tbe language of tbe contempo- 
rary classics, "he had tbo price of a shine," 
and he paid It like a little prince, and no 
doubt he believed that he was showing a 
graceful compliance with the customs of 
the country. 


Still, we have but touched the bell of 


the mystery. Wo have not entered into 
tbe inner shrine. Let us go in, slamming 
the door in the facesof tbe narrow minded. 


Of itself there is nothing moral or in) 


moral in having one's boots blacked in 
public. It is an action indifferent. OL 
jection: The majority of bootblack shops 
are in front of barrooms. Answer: It is 
better to be outside than inside of a bat 
room. 


Thousands of artists are now employee 


in painting boots and shoes in the open 
air or in public places. To take away from 
them their means of livelihood would ,be 
to displace a large amount of labor, pro 
duce suffering and trouble. Te this it may 
be objected that if these diligent and frugal 
artists ore not cheeked they will soon own 
the town. Well, somebody must own it 


Does it offend the sense of beauty and 


harmony of things to have one's boots 
blacked in public? Answer: It depends 
upon the feet. The artist always does bis 
best. Don't bleine him, but sarcastic na- 
ture. For our own part we don't hesitate 
to say that to look upon a man who wears 
a tall bat or "sllcky," brilliant kid gloves 
and other apparel rich and rare, to look 
upon him- as ho has bis shoes keyed up to 
tho rest of him, fills us and should fill ev- 
ery other reasonable passerby with a new 
sense of the imperious demand for the 
beautiful. In tho education of the beauty 
sense of the young this public polishing 
must have a great part. 


Formerly "guests" at hotels used to put 


out tbe boots at the door of their rooms 
before going to bed and dumb servitors 
blackened tho same. 
Wo understand that 


in most hotels and taverns tbe public 
blacking stand has driven the custom out. 
You take the public chair if you have no 
private and luxurious retainers. You mny 
lose some dignity, but at least nobody will 
steal your shoes, -v 


Yet there are delicate spirits averse to 


publicity and with a passion for etiqnetto. 
Them we need not advise to shun tbe pub- 
lia polisher. Their shoes should be pol- 
ished in secret. If they are of a frugal 
mind and not averse to exercise, they can 
do the polishing themselves. Honest labor 
wears a lovely face. And oven sturdier 
natures must bo shackled to some extent 
by a dread of publicity. You may bo bold 
ns a lion and yet not care to have your 
bishop see you eating peanuts. And it 
may bo inconvenient; sometimes to be soon 
in tho chair of shine by haughty acquaint- 
ances. The tender souled may soek ronm 
place remote from their habitual route 
One may not care to havo the final splen- 
dors of one's toilet witnessed, perhaps gig- 
gled at, by "lady friends," but in a derm 
ooratic government people arc supposed to 
have tho right to do as they please, subject 
to tho law and so long as they hurt no 
body else. Tho public blacking stuud is, n 
democratic institution, although not u free 
institution.—New York Sun.

HOW FLIES WALK CEILINGS. 


Simple Explanation of Tnla Puzzling . 


Phenomenon. 
j 


It is a curious fact bow our understand- 


ing of many common and apparently sim- 
ple things is modified by further investi- 
gation. The explanation of how files walk 
on the ceiling, as given in some of our old 
readers, was that each little fly foot it » 
miniature air pump, a theory that is now 
proved to be fallacious. It was supposed 
that the bottom of the foot adhered to the 
glass by suction, all air beneath it being 
pressed out, so that it was held in place by 
the pressure of tbe air without. But flies 
have been known to walk on the inner 
aide of a glass receiver after all the air had 
been exhausted, which shows that they do 
not need the pressure of the air to uphold 
them. A microscope examination of a 
fly's foot clearly disproves the "sucker" 
theory, for the foot cushion is covered with 
hairs, which prevent a close contact of the 
foot with tho glass. 


A later theory, propounded by Hooke, 


•was that flies stick to the glass by means 
of .1 viscous fluid substance which exudes 
from the hairs in their feet. This theory 
was thoroughly investigated 13 years -or 
so aeo by Dr. Kombout, who demonstrated 
that it was only partly sound, for though 
these hairs do certainly exude an oily 
fluid, the Suid is not sticky and does not 
harden when dried. 


It is to Dr. Bom bout's experiments that 


science owes what is now regarded as the 
true theory of the walking cf flies on 
smooth substances—that they hang on by 
the help of capillary adhesion—tbe molec- 
ular attraction between solid and liquid 
bodies. By a series of nice calculations, 
such as weighing hairs and measuring their 
diameters and immersing the cut end of a 
hair in oil or water to make it adhere 
when touched to glass, Dr. Rom bout 
proved that capillary attraction would up- 
hold a fly were it four-ninths as heavy 
again as it is at present. It is true that 
the foot hairs are very minute, but as each 
fly is said to be furnished with 10,000 to 
12,000 of them, we need not be surprised 
at what they can do. 


Reasoning from this theory, we might 


concluded that flies find it difficult to 
mount a glass slightly dampened, because 
of the repulsion between tbe watery sur 
face and the oily liquid exuding from the 
feet, and we might likewise expect them 
to be impeded by a slight coating of dust, 
because tho spaces between tbe hairs would 
be filled with dust. 
Careful observation 


sqems to confirm these inferences. 
When 


we see a fly making his toilet, he is not, 
as WB might suppose, cleaning his body, 
but his feet, so that they may the more 
readily adhere. 
Every one has noticed 


how quickly a fly takes flight, even when 
ha has been dozing half an hour in the 
same position. This new theory mnkcs Jt 
easier to understand how he can so readily 
detach himself, for the air pressure theory 
and the "gum" theory both implied more 
or less effort in releasing his feet from 
their involuntary hold.—-Our 
Friends.

An Blactrlcal Water Forge. 


Great as are tho possibilities of electric- 


ity, their full scope is probably only feebly 
comprehended. One of tho latest devices 
is a water forge. Tbe details arc as yet the 
secret of tho inventor, but in effect the 
method is as follows: A tank shaped 
somewhat like an iron sink is filled with 
water, which is highly charged with elec- 
tricity. Tho piece of iron to be manipulat- 
ed is held by a pair of pinchers which are 
attached to an electric wire. When nil is 
ready, tho iron is dipped into tho water, ot 
course causing tho positive and negative 
poles to conic in contact. It taken from 10 
to 60 seconds for tho Iron to become but 
enough to bo bent or worked as required. 
An interesting and important fnot Is thut 
tho bent innnlfebts itself only upon tlmt 
portion of thn iron that Is covered by the 
water, thus rendering it much more con 
trollablo thnn forges of tho ordinary pat 
tern. If one Inch in vindor water, only one 
Inch will be red, and no on with any nub 
merged length.—Now York

PLEA OF FILIPINOS, 


Kartipnaarn Prepare* • Fetltl»B to 


Concrete. 


Manila, June 8.—The Katipunan so- 


ciety, a secret order with ramification* 
throughout tbe islands, which, it is said, 
was the instigator of all the revolts 
against Spanish rule and which it is 
known had a principal part in the rising 
against the Americans, has prepared a 
pi-til ion to the congress of the United 
States which will be submitted through 
the Philippine commission. The petition 
retitea the history of tbe Katipunan so- 
ciety, including the details of the or- 
ganization, to which, it is alleged, 4,000,- 
000 members belong. It declares that 
since 1S&2 independence has been the sole 
aim of the society. 


Continuing, the petition says that from 


the commencement of the fighting the 
peaceful natives have supported the in- 
surgents secretly and that ihit support 
continues to be given either willingly or 
under compulsion. It denies that the 
revolution represents the personal or po- 
litical ambitions of the leaders and de- 
clares that the people of the entire archi- 
pelago, including tbe Moros. support tbe 
insurrection. 


The society declares that annexation is 


impossible. 
The racial differences are 


irreconcilable. The recent numerous rob- 
beries and similar crimes are tbe natural 
result of a state of insurrection and are 
not indicative of tbe general tendency of 
the Filipinos. It is impossible to force a 
lasting peace, and autonomy cannot suc- 
ceed. There only remains independence, 
which, with American protection, is de- 
manded.

On the Education of Cats. 


There is only one piece of evidence that

ite particulars of the severe fighting be- 
tween tlie Chinese government troops 
and the Boxers, on Thursday, between 
Tiea Tsin and Pekin, has been received 
here. No details were known at Tien 
Tsig when the latest despatches were 
filed there. According to one account, 
large numbers of the Boxers were 
killed, while another authority has it 
tha*> the government forces met with 
defeat at Pao Ting Sa. The legation 
guards have evidently not yet be«n 
called upon to tate a hand in affairs, 
bat are holding themselves in readiness 
for developments. The movements of 
the Boxers cover an area of many hun- 
dreds of square miles. Advices com- 
ing by way of Vienna represent that 
this party Is the most powerful of all 
in China. It numbers no less than four 
millions and is under tbe direction of 
zealous and adroit men." Thus far the 
representatives of the powers are acting 
in perfect concert and affording the 
Chinese government a chance to put 
down Ihe uprising alone, without out 
side interference.

Starch forms a considerable portion of 


our diet in one form or another, aud all 
starch has to be converted into sugar by 
the saliva and intestinal juices before it 
can be assimilated. The action of these 
ferments breaks it up into simpler ch'-in- 
ical compounds, so that it finally readies 
the blood and muscles as dextrose, a fwrui 
of sugar -which can be burned to yield 
heat and muscular energy. 
The change 


required in sugar for its assimilation is 
very slight compared with that required 
for the digestion of starch. 


It will thus be seen that the proces* 


of manufacturing sugar from its vegeta- 
ble containers results in a product that 
for digestive purposes is comparable to 
partially digested starch, so that it is 
evident the substitution of sugar for 
starch is of advantage to the digestive 
system, since it does not burden the di- 
gestive tract and less force is required 
for its digestion and assimilation. 
Un- 


fortunately, however, nature will not tol- 
erate man's attempt to present concen- 
trated chemically separated pure foods 
all rencly for assimilation, except in lim- 
ited amounts, and this is true of sugar, 
as of peptones, partially digested meals 
aud similar foods.

wondered if the men were rudo or surly, 
and if that was why ho talked to boys in 
preference, but I suppose he liked to get 
into a boy's thoughts, and that is perhaps 
tho secret of his capital studies of boys. 


"The boys on their "part hnd the greatest 


respect for him, a fact which was notice- 
able, for brickyard boys are, as a rule, a 
rather tough lot. 
They woro all the way 


from 11 to 15 years of iigc, und their 
greatest sport was the molustlngof passers- 
by. They always throw stones or called 
names after everybody not of thoir own 
class and had quick and complete revenge 
on any one who dared to oppose or answer 
them. Many a ruined suit of clothes they 
wero responsiblo for, and the 
offender 


could never bo punished, for too many 
wore guilty. But they made a great ex- 
ception of Mr. Dickens. When any ono come, 
saw him coming down tho street,-he quick- 
ly informed tho rest, and tho boys would 
all stop to brush their hair with their 
hands and rub some of the clay oil" thtilr 
clothes, and all were glad and excited. 
Thc cry would go forth, 'There's Mr. 
Dickens coming—don't 'ce seo him?' 


"Then he would come up and shako 


hands with them all. Ho hnd such a 
hearty handshake, and ho always told ns 
that bo honored tho hand of a laboring 
boy moro than that of the greatest land- 
owner. And wo believed him. If you over 
read his will, you will know how he re- 
membered all his servants and instructed 
his executors not to put ftlr. or Esquire on 
his tombstone, but just Charles Diukona. 
And 1 think his reference to the lossous of 
tho Kcw Testament in thnt last document 
gives tho wholu character of tho man. 


"I am sure ho mentions the brickyard, 


or rather bricklleld, as it is called in 
England, in ono of his works. I think it 
is in 'Edwin Drood.' " 


Taking trp a copy of "David Copper- 


field," he turned tho leaves slowly and 
said: "As I read of a boy's hardships and 
sufferings ns they aro recounted here, I 
feel tho thrill of his touch upon my shciul- 
dcr nnd hear ngain that pleasant, kindly 
voice saying us in tho old days when ho 
watched mo making bricks, 'Well, my 


j boy, how aro you today?' " 


Being asked if " David Copperflcld" was 


not considered on autobiography, Wr. 
Jones said: "Well, that is hard to say. It 
is told that Mr, Dickens had a stepfather 
who was very cruel to him, and that might 
havo boon in his mind when ho wrote tbit 
book. But ho was so kind to boys and such 
a good friend to thorn that he would natu- 
rally bo more sympathetic in tolling tbit 
story of their wrongs. Perhaps, though, 
it was because ho himself had suffered ai 
a tender age." 


Mr. Jones became master of his own art 


and prospered in tho country of bis adop- 
tion. 
Tho courthouse, Tremont Iloiihe, 


Palmer House, Cook County hospital and 
other largo and Important 'buildings worn 
constructed from ilmtoritil furnished by 
him, but for many years now ho has lived 
retired, enjoying the competence his htisS- 
ness afforded. He docs not TORret that l»o 
never knew Charles Dickens uftor ho hail 
grown to man's ostato. 


"1 should not thon romombor him as tho 


friend of boys or given him thnt niche in 
my honH which he will occupy as lonji as 
that heart boats, for HWUB as tho mini and 
friend that I knew him best, and 1 did 
not care then for whnt ho had written. It 
wns hi.s own personality thnt Impressed 
mo most and mndo mo roinembor him 
longest."—Chicago Post.
